A few weeks ago he fell and 
broke his arm and since that time he 
has been lying helpless amid all his 
filth, a 
pitiful object of 
charity. 


He 
refuses 
to 
be 
moved 
to 


the hospital or county infirmary and 
looks upon any such movement in this 
direction as an attempt on the part of 
his neighbors to steal his property, for 
ho is the owner of the ground on which 
his house stands. It is a very desira- 
ble lot and could probably be sold for 
§300. 
When it was learned by the 


neighbors that the board of health was 
going to hold a special meeting last 
night to devise means to place him in • 
the infirmary and tear down and clean 
up around his old place, they turned in 
and cleaned out the old man's yard of 
several 'cart loads of dirt. 
The place 


is still far from being in. a sanitary 
condition. 


There was a full attendance at the 


meeting of the board of health last 
night to talk over the matter. Various 
plans of relief were discussed. 
Judge 


Osborn met and consulted with the 
board in reference to the mutter. An 
inquest of lunacy was suggastcd, but if 
this could not be made, a guardian 
might be appointed, the property sold 
and the money applied towards keep- 
ing the old man. Mayor Row consid- 
ered it best to send him to the infirmary 
by force if necessary. Then Mr. Linck 
made a motion to turn the matter over 
to the city infirmary board, but before 
it could be voted on, Geo.
